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THE RELATION OF THE LAW DIVISION 
TO LIBRARIES OF THE STATE

Under the laws of New York State, any person may establish a library, 
may rent books, or may establish a system on a loan basis. A partner 
ship or unincorporated association may do likewise. If, however, it is 
desired that a corporation be established for library service, such cor- 
poration must be established by the Board of Regents. 


There are two types of incorporated libraries -—- public libraries and 
free association libraries. These designations are somewhat misleading 
because both public libraries and association libraries deal directly 
with the general public and perform practically the same service. The 
term "public" is utilized to refer to those libraries which have been 
established by a public agency, namely, the Legislature, a county, city, 
village, town or school district, or any body authorized to levy and col- 
lect taxes. An association library is one which has been established by 
a group of people and is in that sense privately incorporated as distin- 
guished from a political body sponsoring the corporation. The associa- 
tion may be one which has been in existence for a long time on an unin- 
corporated basis or it may be newly formed at the time of the incorpora-~ 
tion of the library. The term "free," when used in the title of a li- 
brary such as "free public library," means merely that the library is 
maintained for the benefit and free use, on equal terms, of all the 
people of the commnity in which the library is located. It does not 
mean that the library may not charge for its services through furnishing 
books at a nominal charge, for instance, or that it may not require per- 
acne whe keep books beyond the date on which they are due to pay so-called 

fines, 


If a library is to receive any State aid, it must be incorporated. 
State aid is available to both public and free association libraries, 
provided they meet the standards for library service fixed by the Board 
of Regents with respect to book collection, income, qualifications of 
librarians and minimum hours of service, financial reports, library rec- 
ords, classification and arrangement, and building and equipment. 








The Office of Counsel and the Law Division, which is a part of such 
office, undertake to assist in the formation of library corporations. The 
regular procedure is for the applicant for incorporation to obtain the 
necessary forms from the Division of Library Extension of the Education 
Department. After the forms have been completed, they are returned to 
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that office. They are there examined and if that office deems the incor- 
poration desirable, they are forwarded with a favorable recommendation to 
the Law Division for legal processing. The papers are there examined for 
legal sufficiency. If they are incomplete or if they fail to meet the re- 
quirements of the statute and of the Regents, the incorporators are noti- 
fied through correspondence or conference, and the deficiencies are cor- 
rected, After the papers are made legally sufficient, they are then pre- 
sented by the Law Division to the Board of Regents. The Regents, through 
its Committee on Charters, Law and Legislation, give careful consideration 
to the factual matters contained in the application and in their discre- 
tion pass a resolution which has the same effect as though the Legislature 
had passed an act legally incorporating the library. The act of the Re- 
gents in thus incorporating a library is alluded to generally as a "char- 
ter." Hence we speak of the charter of the library, which is another way 
of referring to so-called articles of incorporation. 


Over the years, specific legal problems may arise in connection with 
any library. It is normally the function of the chartered library to rely 
upon its own local attorney for assistance in carrying through or settling 
any legal problems which may arise. However, the Office of Counsel and 
the Law Division are available for consultation on any matter which may 
affect the administration of any of the libraries of the State. 


When the Regents incorporate a library, the library becomes a part of 
the far-flung organization known as The University of the State of New 
York. The University of the State of New York is made up of all the cor 
porations which are chartered by the Regents or are subject to their vis- 
itation. Because of the general lack of understanding concerning the 
University of the State of New York and in view of the fact that all li- 
braries are a part of The University, a brief resume of its status may 
be of interest. It was incorporated by an act of the Legislature in 1784 
and has been a corporate entity since that time. The State Constitution 
guarantees its existence as a separate corporate body. 


The Education Department has been in existence in one form or another 
since 1812, when the Legislature divided the State into school districts. 
The Education Department had jurisdiction over elementary education and 
public high school education. The Board of Regents, which headed the 
University of the State of New York, had jurisdiction over high school 
education in private schools and all higher education, namely, colleges 
and professional schools. In 1904, both organizations were consolidated. 
The head of the University of the State of New York is now the head of 
both the University of the State of New York and the State Education De- 
partment. A Superintendent of Public Instruction, who prior to 1904 had 
headed the State Education Department, was continued as the Commissioner 
of Education and made the chief executive officer of the Board of Regents. 
4s indicated, however, the corporation known as The University of the 
State of New York was continued and consequently the Board of Regents, in 
performing its functions, is acting at times as the head of the corpor- 
ation and at other times as the head of the State Education Department. 














For a time after unification, there was some traceable difference in 
the performance of the functions of the two organizations. This, however, 
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has disappeared and no one now ever inquires as to whether a particular 
function or act of The Regents is derived from their powers as the head 

of the University of the State of New York or as the head of the Education 
Department, and, as a matter of fact, it makes little difference from a 
legal standpoint. The only interest in this process would be historical. 


The primary function, when the Regents were incorporated as a corporate 
bedy in the late 1700s, was to incorporate educational institutions. Con- 
sequently, when the Board of Regents incorporates a library, it is exer- 
cising an age-old function which is derived historically from its juris- 
dictional power as the head of the University of the State of New York. 


The Regents are empowered to incorporate all educational institutions, 
all libraries and all museums. Wo organization in the State which has as 
one of its purposes a function for which it could be incorporated by the 
Regents under the Education Law may be incorporated under any other law 
without the consent of the Commissioner of Education or the Board of 
Regents. 


Because the University of the State of New York consists of all the 
corporations which have been established by the Regents or are subject to 


. their visitation (universities, colleges, high schools, elementary schools, 


nursery schools, libraries, museums, foundations, historical societies and 
other educational institutions and organizations), it becomes the largest 
university in the world. It includes, of course, nearly 100 institutions 
of college grade, such as Columbia University, Cornell University, State 
University, Union College, New York University, St. Bonaventure Univer- 
sity and Yeshiva University. 


The student body of these institutions is the student body of the 
University of the State of New York and their number runs into the 
100,000s. The teaching staffs of each of these institutions are serv- 
ing within the aegis of The University of the State of New York. Its 
faculty is huge. The degrees that are granted by these institutions are 
granted by and under the authority of The University of the State of New 
York. The University itself has the power at any time to step in and 
award the degrees to the graduates of any of these institutions. As a 
matter of fact, for the first five years after it forms a college, The 
University insists upon awarding the degrees under its own name. While 
it has no separate campus, the campuses of all of these institutions con- 
stitute the campus of The University. Once a year it has a formal Con- 
vocation, which historically is intended as the time for "calling to- 
gether" representatives of its component organizations for educational 
purposes. On such occasion, it awards one of its rarest and most sought- 
after honors -- an honorary degree -——- to a person of outstanding stature.

With the Hospital 
Auxiliary it operates a gift showcase where items are sold and half 
the proceeds go for the running expenses of the Library's hospital 
project. 


Clinton County. The newly organized "Friends of the Chazy Library" 


group plans to redecorate the upstairs room of the Chazy Public 
Library. When the work is completed, the room will be used for 
reading and reference purposes. The past summer's circulation at 
the Chazy Library has been the largest on record. Much of the 
increase is due to the fact that more children and young adults 
are using the library. -- The Dodge Library in West Chazy has been 
renovated, and a room formerly used for storage has been turned in- 
to a children's room. With this new arrangement, it is possible 
for West Chazy's teen-agers to have a special section devoted to 
their interests. -- Mrs. Leila Hayford, librarian at Rouses 
Point's Dodge Memorial Library, has taken a complete inventory 
during the summer. A student volunteer assisted in the inventory, 
and in the repair project which followed it. -— For its fourth 
annual exhibit at the Clinton County Fair, the Plattsburgh Public 
Library set up a temporary theater. Each evening, members of the 
library staff showed a moving picture telling the story of county 
library service in Alabama. Posters depicting the activities of 
the Regional Service Center at Watertown decorated the walls of 
the booth. These posters and the film were borrowed from the 
library Extension Division. Hostesses from the library were on 
duty at all times to answer inquiries and distribute pamphlets. 
Prior to the Fair, the library sent feature articles explaining 
multi-county library service to each of the 12 newspapers in 
Clinton, Essex and Franklin counties. During the Fair, Imma 
Walter, librarian, had an opportunity to explain the advantages 
of county library service systems in a radio interview over 
station WIRY, 


Cortland County. Four programs for young people were conducted this 


summer by the Cortland Free Library. The activities included two 
reading clubs, an art class and a nature study class. The pro- 
grams were divided into two age levels, youngsters from 6 to 9 
years and those from 10 to 14 years. The reading club for younger 
children was the Papa Small Club; for the older ones, Our American 
Heritage Reading Club. More than 50 children registered for the 
art class and exhibited their work at the Library the last week 

of August. -- Phillips Free Library of Homer benefited by almost 
$700 from a library tag day drive held by the Leisure Hour Club 

of Homer. The money will be used for the purchase of books. 


Erie County. The Erie County Public Library mobile library operated 


on its regular summer schedule during the months of July and August. 
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In 1952 circulation was even greater than in 1951. From January 
through April, 112,312 books were issued to children and adults in 
52 communities in Erie County. This represents a gain of 20,574 
over the same period last year. 


Essex County. Alterations to provide additional reading space in the 
Lake Placid Public Library are under way, as well as an improved 
heating plant for the building. 


Jefferson County. The $50,000 Hawn Memorial Library, a gift to the 
village of Clayton from Mr. and Mrs. George Hawn, was dedicated 
on June 22. A one-story red brick, Colonial style building, the 
new library is one of the finest in the North Country. The in- 
terior is most attractively styled in light green, recessed fluo- 
rescent lights provide excellent illumination and the arrangement 
provides definite sections for both children and adults. -- The 
Black River Free library recently received a legacy of $300 from 
the former President of the Board of Library Trustees, Charles J. 
Sweet. Mr. Sweet was originally elected to the Board in 1924 and 
served as President for 25 years until his death in May of this 
year. Mrs. P. W. Fraser has been elected President to succeed 
Mr, Sweet. -- The children in Carthage have been right in there 
"pitching" this summer! Under Mrs. Catharine Zabriskie's guidance, 
the "Baseball Reading Club" of the Carthage Free Library has scored 
successfully. There were approximately 50 members on the tean. 
The children's circulation has shown a marked increase as a re- 
sult of the program. -- Children spending the summer at Thousand 
Island Park had a library-conducted story hour three times a week. 
In fair weather the story hour was held out on the lawn. This was 
followed by an art period from which the best drawings were picked 
for display in the Thousand Island Park Library. 


Monroe County. The present bookmobile of the Monroe County Traveling 
Library has just completed its first year of service. At present 
it has 125 monthly stops in rural parts of the county. A recently 
acquired station wagon serves 39 rural schools, five nursing homes 
and four community deposits. These deposits are changed every two 
months. Total book circulation for the first five months of the 
year was 34,689 compared with 28,904 circulated in the same period 
last year with a smaller bookmobile. -- Mrs. Arthur Harris is the 
newly-appointed librarian of the Penfield Free Library. 





Nassau County. Cartoons by Harold Currier of Long Beach, an optician 
turned artist, were on display during July at the Long Beach Public = 
Library. -- Saturday morning, October 4, has been set as the date # 
for the Seventh Annual Pet Show for the children and young people 
of Freeport, as sponsored by the Freeport Memorial Library. An 
appropriation of $7,500 for construction of a garage and storage 
building at the Freeport Memorial Library was approved at a village 
board meeting. The garage will be used for storing the new $8,500 
bookmobile recently acquired by the library. A jamboree for the 
members of the Baseball Reading Club was held at the Freeport 
Memorial Library, Thursday afternoon, August 14. One hundred 
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25 children saw a World Series movie, joined in games and group sing- 
ing and enjoyed their cokes on the library lawn. -— The new building 
of the Manhasset Public Library opened in July. It is done in modern 
style architecture and cost just under $200,000. 


New York. Rebecca B. Rankin, retired municipal reference librarian, New 


York City, received from Mayor Vincent R. Impellitteri a "Scroll for 
Distinguished Service to the City of New York." Also, the Council 
of the City of New York passed a resolution in her honor, expressing 
gratitude for her many years of devoted service to the City and wish- 
ing her many more years of happiness and useful activity. 


Orange County. The Historical and Crafts Exhibition brought about 800 


people to the Port Jervis Free Library on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of the 45th anniversary of Port Jervis. 


Oswego County. Members of the Rocket Reading Club who read books from 


the Oswego City Library, held a Space Convention in the children's 
room of the library to close the summer reading progran. 


Rensselaer County. East Greenbush Commnity Library, cooperating with 


the summer staff of the East Greenbush Central School Recreational 
program, has made long-term loans of fiction, craft and easy books 

to children and playground workers. -=- Several hundred people en- 
joyed the exhibit of early history of the locality which was held 

in the Cheney Free Public Library in connection with the 125th anni- 
versary of Hoosick Falls. -— Ground was broken for the new Grafton 
Memorial Library. This library is sponsored by the Grafton Community 
League in honor of those men from the Town of Grafton who served in 
World War II and in memory of the three who gave up their lives. The 
Grafton Free Library with its more than 2,000 volumes, will be moved 
into this building. 


St. Lawrence County. A delightful display of drawings done by members 


of the first grade of the Norwood-Norfolk Central School was featured 
in the Hepburn Library in Norfolk. Water color and crayon drawings 
from well-known children's books as well as sketches of the library 
made a colorful exhibit. -- Mrs. Frances McCarthy, a summer assist- 
ant, conducted a summer reading program in the Ogdensburg Public 
Library. A “Western Round-Up" was the theme of the program. 


Tioga County. Friends of the Coburn Free Library of Owego have sponsored 


a drive for funds to provide for necessary repairs and upkeep of the 
library. Solicitation was by letter and the Friends report receipt 
of $1,000 from the drive. 


Westchester County. During the summer Mount Vernon Public Library held 








‘a series of story hours under a big yellow umbrella on the library 
lawn. Elinor Burnham, formerly at the Enoch Pratt Free Library, 
Baltimore, Md., is the new head of the Children's Dept. of the White . 
Plains Public Library. She replaces Mildred Powell, who retired in 
July after 25 years of service with the library. The Hiram Halle 
Memorial Library of Pound Ridge was dedicated on April 26. Mrs. Nita 
Pearson is librarian. The library is stocked with 5,000 books col- 
lected under the direction of the Saturday Review and purchased by 
public subscription.

REPORT ON SUMMER WORKSHOPS 





Tour of Larger Units of Library Service: Following the ALA conference in 
New York City, a Workshop Tour of New York State's Larger Units of Library 
Service was held July 6-8, sponsored by the New York State Library and 

the Library Extension Section of ALA. Eighteen state and two foreign li- 
brary agencies were represented and there was an average attendance of 
about 60 librarians and trustees at each of the five sessions. Justice 
Francis Bergan, president of the Albany Public Library Board of Trustees, 
was coordinator. 

Two Pullman cars served as mobile hotels for the group. The first 
workshop session on "How to Bvaluate Larger Units of Service" was held at 
the New York Public Library. John Henderson, president of the Library 
Extension Section of ALA, and director of the Los Angeles County Library, 
and Helen Clark, director of Library Extension, Maryland State Department 
of Education, were the leaders. 

The State Education Building, Albany, was the meeting place for the 
second and third sessions. Topics were: "Existing and Possible Types of 
Larger Units of Library Service" and "library Needs Translated into Public 
Opinion and Public Policy." Dr. Harold Lancour, associate director of the 
Illinois University Library School, and Irving Verschoor, of the State 
Library Extension staff, were coordinators. The third session leaders 
were Dr. Phillips Bradley, of the Maxwell School, and Helen Ridgway, of 
the Connecticut State Education Department. A poster display of library 
services and systems of organization of each of the larger units in New 
York State was exhibited in the rotunda of the Education Building. A 
visit to the Schenectady County Public Library was scheduled for the late 
afternoon. 

The fourth session was held at the Regional Library Service Center in 
Watertown. Leaders were: Raymond Lindquist, of the Cuyahoga County Public 
library, Cleveland; S. Janice Kee, executive secretary of the ALA Division 
of Public Libraries and Mrs. Janet Zimmerman McKinlay, head of Public Li- 
braries Services Division, New Jersey State Department of Education. 
Staff members of the Regional Library Service Center conducted a tour 
of the Center and visits to the area. Charles Armstrong, of the State 
Education Department's Division of Research, explained the planning fea- 
tures of the project. 

The closing session took place in Buffalo, with an appraisal of the 
entire Workshop Tour program and summary by L. Marion Moshier, chairman 
of the Joint Committee set up by the sponsors. Wilfred L. Morin 


Public Library Workshop at Geneseo: "Teen-Age Books and Reading" was the 
theme of the 1952 Workshop for Public Librarians held July 7-18 at Geneseo 
State University Teachers College. Members of the Workshop represented 
public libraries of all sizes -- those which serve its young people with 
a whole room, a shelf or just a section. Fourteen librarians registered 
for the course and there were several visitors during the two weeks. 
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I, Marie Gustafson, of the Library Extension Division, was the consultant, 
and the coordinator was Leura E. Vroman, librarian of the Glens Falls 
Senior High School. 

Thoughtful consideration was given to the teen-ager and his problems 
and out-of-school youth were also discussed. It was felt that librarians 
need to understand young people better so that they may help the adoles- 
cent in the growing-up process. The two weeks were spent trying to read 
as many teen-age and adult books useful for this age group as could be 
managed. Techniques for bringing books and young people together were 
discussed as were problems common to all libraries serving them. There 
was an exchange of ideas of common interest to both public and school 
librarians in order to bring about closer cooperation between the two 
agencies and thus develop the best possible reading service for teen- 
agers. 

Several guest speakers contributed much enjoyment to the group and 
planned visits were made to interesting libraries of varying sizes with 
careful attention to the services being given to young people and to out- 
standing examples of good public relations. 

While all phases of books and reading for teen-agers were discussed, 
three types of reading problems received special attention from the Work- 
shop members who divided themselves into groups to consider the following 
areas: 1. Good books for good readers; 2. Books for retarded and reluc- 
tant readers; 3. Books on basic human relationships. Each group, con- 
sisting of only three or four members, read in the individual area, dis- 
cussed the books read, decided on the value of each book in regard to the 
purposes of the project and compiled a bibliography to be used both as a 
buying guide and as a reading list. 

Highlights of the Workshop were the good fellowship and socialbility 
of the group. Every free moment was spent in an exchange of ideas con- 
cerning books, reading services or library problems. The two weeks were 
busy but worth while and each librarian gained a wider knowledge of books 
and the ways and means of working with young people. Laura E, Vroman 


The Correctional Institution Library: A workshop on the functions of 

a library in a correctional institution was held at the St. Lawrence Uni- 
versity Institute on Delinquency and Crime, August 17-22. Three sessions 
were conducted by Marion H. Vedder, Institution Library Consultant, with 
the fourth session lead by an expert in group discussion methods, Dr.John 
Walker Powell, of Maryland University, author of Education for maturity. 
Twenty education supervisors and teachers in correctional institutions and 
one institution librarian attended the workshop. Marion H. Vedder 


Pre-Conference Book Workshop: Subject of the lively two-day workshop at 
the Hotel Roosevelt, New York City, June 28-29, was "Librarian and Pub- 
lisher - Their Growing Iiaison." Francis R. St. John, of the Brooklyn 
Public Library, opened the Saturday morning session at which the combined 
exhibit experiment at State meetings was discussed by Norman Snow, of 
Scribner's; Jerome Cushman, Salina, Kansas; Miriam Wessel, Detroit Public 
Library; Mrs. Lois R. Green, Alabama State Library; J. Randall Williams, 
of Macmillan; and Margaret McElderry, of Harcourt, Brace. Small discus- 
sion groups met in the afternoon at which practical matters such as kinds 
of publicity, titles needed and notice of new editions were thoroughly 
aired. At a sumptious banquet in the ballroom that evening, Douglas Black, 
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president of Doubleday, was affable toastmaster and Robert E. Lang, di- 
rector of Radio-Free Burope, the eloquent speaker. 

The small discussion groups continued on the following morning, with 
time out for inspection of the exhibit area. Edith Busby, of the Brooklyn 
Public Library, who was chairman of the Book Exhibit Sub-Committee, com- 
mented on the exhibit and reports from leaders with summary and evalua- 
tion took place in the afternoon. Better understanding of the problems 
of both groups was fostered and the mutual goals emphasized of publisher 
and librarian, "partners through books." F. 8B. 


Spear to Direct American Heritage Project: Jack B. Spear, who has been 
Associate Library Supervisor in the Library Extension Division since 
September 1950, began his new duties as director of the American library 
Association's American Heritage Project on September 1, 1952. The Ameri- 
can Heritage Project, financed by the Ford Foundation, sponsors a program 
of discussion groups in public libraries to consider current problems in 
the light of our basic American documents. Mr. Spear will have his head- 
quarters in Chicago and will travel throughout the United States assisting 
in the development of this progran. 


Freedom of Press Exhibit Theme: "Freedom of the Press in New York State" 

is the theme of an exhibit prepared by the State Library in honor of the 
100th year of service of the New York Press Association. The exhibit was 
officially opened at 4:30 p.m. September 12 when members of the Press 
Association viewed the exhibit and listened to brief talks by Carroll V. 
Newsom, Associate Commissioner for Higher Education, and Charles F. Gosnell, 
State Librarian and Assistant Commissioner for Libraries. Included in the 
exhibit are many interesting examples of early newspapers of New York State, 
—? of which are significant in the history of a free press in this 
tate.
